And although the danger greatly di- 
minished with the going down of the wind, yet 
could not be considered as lubdued, until 
about day-break.'1 


We have no estimate of the loss ot property by 


this fire—It must have been consideiable. The 
Salem Register, says that the bnildingsburned 
wh ch belonged to Mr. Goodridgde, cost not less 
than $16,000—and were insuied for 6 or $7000. 
It is not known how the fire originated.
